In a suit for divorce filed in the

Bumper crops throughout the coun- 
| try and the coal strike were the 
primary factors contributing to the 
present shortage of freight cars on 
rail lines throughout the country, 
said C. J. McDonald, superintendent 
of perishable freight service for the 
Southern Pacific Company. 

Mr. McDonald has just returned 
from the East, where he worked ac¬ 
tively at various railroad centers to 
get freight cars, and especially re¬ 
frigerator cars, back to the Pacific 
Coast.

“Many of the railroads released 
from government control in 1920 
hadn't yet overcome the deterioration 
of the war period. Then, on April 1st, 
came the strike of coal miners. 

“Every railroad east of El Paso 
and Ogden concerned in the trans-j 
portation of our fresh fruits, except 
the Southern Pacific, burns coal as 
fuel for its engines. The strike found 


Time Is not measured by the Vati 
can according to our accepted forms. 
While we think in days usually, in 
months not always, in years very sel¬ 
dom, and in generations nearly never, 
the Vatican thinks in centuries or¬ 
dinarily, in generations fairly often, 
in years only under the pressure of 
unusual circumstances, in shorter 
periods never. 

It is this difference in the measure¬ 
ment of time which makes the Vati¬ 
can such a difficult subject for the 
secular political investigator. There 
is no time limit, in the usually ac¬ 
cepted sense, for the Vatican's polit¬ 
ical thought. At least it is not lim¬ 
ited by a lifetime. 

The cardinal who at the time of 
writing is at the head of the Vatican’s 
foreign office—segreteria di stato—is 
a very old man, who for 30 years has 
been connected with political affairs. 
But he continues to look ahead into 
the centuries. 

He, I believe, is the only statesman 
in Europe who can and who does cool¬ 
ly discuss the possibility of Russian 
Bolshevism, under some form or an¬ 
other, enduring for 50 years yet. 

What are 50 years for the Vatican? 
Imagine any other European states¬ 
man, anxious for the success of his 
butterfly career, talking in this cool 
way about Moscow.—Vladimir Poliak¬ 
off in the London Daily Telegraph.

This is not an illogical picture to present in the 
consideration of railroads A lot of people think that 
we are going to the dogs. Ex-Senator Pettigrew of 
South Dakota, one of our brightest but most pessi¬ 
mistic public men, has recently written a book to tell 
us how topsy-turvy everything is and that we are 
headed for the bow-wows. 

We are not going to the bow-wows. The good 
Senator is wrong. He points to the danger of com¬ 
binations in business. The very danger that he fears 
js bringing into life the perfected fruit of government 
control with ultimate government ownership of the 
common carriers of the country. When we reach 
that good goal we are going to create out of those 
common carriers a revenue which will greatly reduce 
our tax burden. 

It is a pruning process, a program of selection and 
development of that which brings promise of the bet¬ 
ter until we get the best. 

We used to be afraid of railroad mergers. We used 
to pass laws to prevent them. We thought it a ter¬ 
rible system for small railroads to get together and 
organize one large system. Now we think it fine. 
We’re encouraging it. The trouble is, a lot of fel¬ 
lows who were progressives in 1889 haven’t yet got 
the progressive view of 1922.

The new general office building 
which the Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company is preparing to erect at the 
southeast corner of Market and 
Beale streets in San Francisco will 
be an outstanding addition to the 
lower Market street business district. 
Rising to a height of seventeen j 
stories, it will be exceeded only by the 
Hobart and the Standard Oil build¬ 
ings. The new building will stand on 
the west half of the block between 
Beale and Main streets, the other 
fifty-vara lot on the Main street 
street corner being occupied by the 
new sixteen-story building of the 
Matson Navigation Company, now 
under construction. The two struc¬ 
tures Combined will present one of 
the most striking blocks in the city. 

Architecturally, the design is a 
straightforward treatment of the, 
problem in a simple, dignified and j 
monumental manner. The notable 
features of the exterior are the first 
story arcade with its central entrance 
arch, the plain and simple shaft and ; 
the interesting colonnade at the top. 

The first floor covers the entire site 
spiaunaudep asoin oj pajoAap si pus 
having most frequent and intimate 
contact with the public and to an 
auditorium for general assembly pur¬ 
poses seating 500 people. The main 
entrance lobby is handled as a dis¬ 
tinct architectural feature, giving 
ready access to the elevators, the as¬ 
sembly hall, and the departmental 
offices on either hand. 

This structure will house the gen¬ 
eral offices of the company, which are 
now scattered among five buildings 
in all parts of the city, the entire 
120,000 square feet of effective area 
being necessary for the purpose. The 
San Francisco district offices will be 
retained in their present location at 
445 Sutter street, but all departments 
of a general nature operating 
throughout the system will be con¬ 
centrated at the new site.

Hawaii, territory of the United 
States, and most Important strate- 
jieally of the lands of the Pacific, is 
nut alone interesting because of its 
military and naval value to Uncle 
Sam, emphasized some months ago 
by the deliberations at Washington in 
regard to the world’s greatest ocean. 
II Is In many ways literally an island 
paradise. 

Scarcely anywhere else in the world 
may one roam through tropical jungles 
with never a thought of poisonous in¬ 
jects or snakes. Such creatures do 
not exist In these fair Islands. Even 
poison Ivy and similar noxious plants 
are unknown. And though in the 
edge of the tropics, Hawaii has a 
cooler temperature by ten degree* 
than any other land in the same lati¬ 
tudes. Moreover, one may change his 
climate at will by a journey of a few 
miles; for the northern half of each 
island, swept by the trade winds, Is 
rainy and heavily wooded, while Just 
over the mountain ridge is a drier, 
warmer region. 

In a way, the United States may 
well thank Boston and Its daring 
traders and missionaries of the early 
days for the fact that Hawaii now 
flies the Stars and Stripes ruther than 
the tri-color or the British union Jack. 
A Spanish navigator first discovered 
the Islands In 1555, but his country 
laid no claim to them, and they were 
practically forgotten. The British 
Captain Cook visited the Hawaiian 
group In 1778, and named them the 
Sandwich islands. Still the Islands 
were practically unknown. Then, fol¬ 
lowing the close of the Americun Rev¬ 
olution, American ships began to sail 
the seven seas In growing numbers, 
and In 1789 the first ship flying the 
8tars and Stripes—from Boston—vis¬ 
ited the IlawHllans. It was the first 
of many from the same part, carrying 
traders, whalers and udventurers; and 
soon the natives had learned of the 
republic on the continent to the east, 
and came to consider the “United 
States" and "Boston" synonymous. 

The Boston traders found each of 
the Islands under a sepurate king, with 
two rival rulers on Hawaii, the largest 
of the Islands. One of the latter ob¬ 
tained firearms snd ammunition from 
the traders and got tlielr assistance In 
building a “navy." With this Ameri- 
r*n help he became the “Napoleon of 
the Pacific,” conquering the other ls- 
Unds, and, as Kamehameha I, ruled 
orer the consolidated kingdom. 
Hawaiian Trade Was Valuable. 

The Americans found the Hawaiian 
trade a good thing. They sold the 
king 

and his nobles everything from 
dothes and jewelry to billiard tables 
and steam yachts, and in return curt- 
*d away shiploads of valuable sandal- 
w°od. Strong liquor was not forgot¬ 
ten among the Imports, and In Hnno- 
lulu among the naturully light-hearted 
natives the American sailors contrib- 
®ted to the creation of a gay Pacific 
J**®rt, a sort of forerunner of Sun 
fsnclsco’s Barbary Coast of later dec- 
*de». Deserters from American ships, 
n the delightful haven of a barbarous 

Paradise, helped to heighten the fame 
°r the Infamy of the Honolulu of 
hose days. The situation became such 
hat In 1820 President Monroe sent an 
•Kent to reside In Honolulu and look 
after American Interests In regard to 
wmmeree and seamen. 

A shipload of missionaries, also from 
Boston, arrived in the Islands in 1820, 
®heli to the disgust of the traders as 
**'l as those who had deserted the 
*aa to tread Hawaii’s primrose path. 

e complaint of the traders was that 
“th llllssl<l *iries taught the natives 
. * 'alue of things,” and so made 
adlng unprofitable. American ways 
d teachings at their best made a 
cat impression on the more thought- 
u Hawallans, and when they re- 
th^^nr* 1 tlle!r government they made 
e Ten Commandments the basis of 
,h dr laws. 

aim° r * an< ^ nlore Americans visited 
n settled in the islnnds and the 
•wallans looked upon America as 
best friend among the nations, 
hen pioneers from the United States 
*re pushing west toward California 

before the Mexican war, which 
<Wed that state to the Union, a Brit¬ 


ish naval commander in the Pacific, 
realizing the strategic Importance of 
the Hawaiian group, seized the is¬ 
lands, but his country promptly dis¬ 
avowed bis act. After some difficul¬ 
ties with France over the islands in 
the forties, the United States declared 
a sort of Monroe Doctrine toward 
them. As early as 1851 the island 
government, fearing trouble with other 
nations, provisionally ceded the Islands 
to the United States. But the 
cession was not accepted, and numer¬ 
ous efforts to become a part of the 
United States were made In the fol¬ 
lowing half century. 

Annexed by Uncle Sam. 

In 1887 the United States obtained 
a concession for the use of Pearl har¬ 
bor for a coaling station. When 
Queen Llliuokalanl attempted to abol¬ 
ish the constitution in 1898, the con¬ 
stitutional party, led by American 
settlers, brought about a revolution 
and dethroned her. One of the first 
acts of the provisional government 
was to apply for annexation to the 
United States. Germuny was seizing 
islands right and left fn tfie Pacific, 
and the Hawaiian® wished to get 
under a sheltering wing. Politics 
in the United States delayed action, 
and in the meantime the Republic of 
Hawaii was organized. Then in 1898, 
during the Spuulsh-Aineriean war, 
congress suddenly voted to make Ha¬ 
waii American territory. 

Though the Hawaiian Islands are 
known as "the half-way house of the 
Pacific," In reality the distance from 
San Francisco to Honolulu is only 
about half that from Honolulu to Aus¬ 
tralia, the Philippines or Japan. All 
the islands are of volcanic origin, 
out coral has grown on the shores 
of many of them. The disintegrated 
lava has formed u rleh soil which re¬ 
sponds liberally to Irrigation. Only 
Cuba and Java produce greater total 
crops of sugar, and the per Here yield 
of Hawaii Is the greatest in the world 
—four tons without Irrigation and six 
tons with. The sugar crop for the 
year ended June 20, 1920, was worth 
$78,500,000. The pineapple crop, sec¬ 
ond In Importance, wus valued at $18,- 
500,000. 

Mauna Loa Volcano. 

Perhaps the Hawaiian group is best 
known to most people because of the 
huge volcano Mauna Loa on the island 
of Hawaii. In September, 1919, this 
great safety-valve "blew off steam," 
giving a most unusual demonstration 
of nature’s forces. From a huge vent 
In the mountain’s side, a flood of molt¬ 
en lava was belched forth. Spread¬ 
ing out into a great shallow stream, It 
came roaring down the mountain 
slope, burning forests, carrying huge 
trees and immense boulders on Its sur¬ 
face—sweeping everything before it. 
With a speed varying from 1 to 20 
ndles an hour, according to the coun¬ 
try It was passing over, it broadened 
out until It was nearly a mile In width. 
After wiping out the government belt 
road, razing telephone poles and de¬ 
stroying a vast amount of property, 
the red-hot lava tumbled over a high 
precipice and plunged hissing Into the 
sea nearly 20 miles from its source. 

In approaching the flow from the 
sea In the early evening, the glow from 
the lava was visible for many miles. 
As one drifted within 200 yards of 
the point where the liquid rock was 
rushing Into the sea, the scene was 
awe-inspiring. Slowly the smoky haze
